Japs Missed Opportunity At Pearl Harbor—Too Late Now

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—(/?)—The Navy's revelation of tin 
magnitude of the disaster at Pearl Harbor made clear today that 
the Japanese missed a prime opportunity to destroy immediate 
American seapower in the Pacific and pc rhaps seize Hawaii. 
With eight battleships-all there were in the Hawaiian area 
and three cruisers sunk or disabled by the sneak Nipponese 
blow, American naval forces in the Pacific a year ago were 
outweighed four or five to one by the Japanese Imperial fleet. 
Air defenses of Oahu Island lay shattered. 
Runways 
of 
airfields were pitted by bomb craters and clogged 
with 
the 
wreck age of more than 100 planes. 


The American warships still able to fight might all have been 
lost had the Japanese main fl< yt sought out and engaged them. 
An invasion of Hawaii, or even a raid in fore« armed at 
final 
execution of the crippled ships, might well hav< been successful. 
Why the Japanese did n» *f follow up their first assault with 
some such action may never be k nown until 
after 
the 
war. 
Perhaps it wag pre-occupation with other campaigns. 
Or more 
probably it was because they themselves in their most hopeful 
moments never anticipated that such punishing blows could be 
inflicted on the American fleet in such a short tim< 
As it was. the Navy was able to tell in its week end Pearl 
Harbor anniversary review a story of a magnificent 
ilvagc and 


repair job. 
Of the 18 ships and a large floating dry dock which 
were disabled, only one. the battleship Arizona, is accounted 
a total Joss 
More than half the ships, including at h ast throe of 
t!>e batth ships, are back with the f!< et and some have been

work insures the

out by the hatchery each year, 
being healthy and ready to grow 
into profit for the owner.

Color Blindness. Only in Males, Hereditary

COLOR BLIN D N ESS is a con­ 
genital, probably hereditary, in­ 
ability to distinguish colors, espe­ 
cially red and green. It occurs ex­ 
clusively in males.

In the examina­ 
tion of candidates as railway em­ 
ployees, it has been found that 
about 2 per cent are more or less 
color-blind. 
In the eye are three kinds of 
nerve fibers w hich respond to color 
sensations. Stimulation of one 
produces the sensation of red; 
stimulation of the second, green, 
and of the third, the sensation of 
violet. Sensations of orange, yel­ 
low and blue are produced by dif­ 
ferent combinations of the stimu­ 
lation of these three primary 
fibers. Thus, yellow results from 
the stimulation of red and green 
fibers and blue results from the 
stimulation of green and violet 
fibers. 
Total color blindness is very 
rare. The perception of colors is 
absolutely wanting—the individ­ 
ual being able to perceive the dif­ 
ference 
between 
darkness 
and 
light but not variations in the in­ 
tensity of light. Partial or incom­ 
plete color blindness may have to 
do with red, green or violet blind­ 
ness, but usually the individual 
mixes up reds and greens. 


Some Unaware 


The color-blind person lives in 
a peculiar world. Often he may be 
unaware of this peculiarity until 
late in life. A doctor wrote in to 
an oculist saying that his wife 
thought he was deficient in color 
perception. The oculist sent him 
some test worsteds and asked him 
to match them. 
The matches he 
sent in were very amusing, fully 
substantiating the lady’s opinion 
and diagnosis.

A number of correspondents 
have written me, asking whether 
vitamin A will 
improve color 
blindness. It will not. The only 
thing vitamin A does 1« to improve 
the retina for night blindness. 


Traffic Clinic 


Some years ago it was proposed 
that all motorists should be exam­ 
ined to see whether they were 
color-blind. This, however, is un­ 
necessary. I quote from Dr. Lowell 
S. Selling, who conducts the Traf­ 
fic Clinic in Detroit: 
“ I have pointed Out that color 
vision does not seem to be impor­ 
tant in the matter of safe driv­ 
ing. Color blindness was offered 
me as one of the arguments for 
setting up the Traffic Clinic. We 
maintained that the color-blmd 
individual probably could not dis­ 
tinguish green from red lights. 
This has proved to be fallacious. 
Practically, color-blind people dis­ 
criminate the lights first of all 
from their position on the stand­ 
ard in those towns where this po­ 
sition is constant. Second, the 
amount of brightness in the green 
and red lenses differs in a recog­ 
nizable degree. Third, these per­ 
sons seem to learn to make use of 
cues from other drivers and from 
the situation in general.”
